in number, only two hundred and forty 
wretched, frost-bitten, starving, emaciated 
beings reached Salt Lake Ciiy! Tbe 
limbs of many of tho survivors were 
amputated in the rudost manner, by the 
unskillful surgeons to bo found among the 
Mormons.
